THE TESTIMONY QUESTION. 

Among the questions which will conic le- 
fore the General Assembly at its approach ing 
sessnn there is none which should engage 
■atiUr or more earnest attention than that 
of amending the laws relating to testimony. 

Our whole system of l.tws and jurisprti- 
dsnce hiving been derived from the common 
law of England, it will be found that we hive 
adhered in some respects to the system from 
which wo drew oir <"arlier instruction, and 
U.)5n which wj nixleled our own laws lung 
after they have been discarded in the mother 
ountry. In no respect is this more strik- 
ing than in the subject of testimony. While, 
almost siuuilwneom with the adoption ol 
our new Constitution, we remodeled our sys- 
tern tff pleading and substituted for the more 
cumbersome practice of the English the re- 
vised code, which lias since been adopted in 
tniny other Stites, and is regarded as a val- 
uable reform in this department, in iegard to 
the laws regulating the qualification of wit- 
nesses, we hive made no corresp^jiding ad- 
vance, occupying almost the simj position 
we have had since our Organization as a 
State. 

The prinoipla which distinguishes the prog- 
ress of the science of law in this respect is, 
that while, formerly in countries and States 
where the common law obtained, a witness 
was disqualified on account of interest in the 
pending cause, the tendency has been, under 
the more general dill'usion of intelligence, to 
remove all barriers and to permit every one to 
testify in any cause, whatever the relations of 
the parlies, cither as regards interest in the 
pending cause or connection with the litigants 
or accused. In Great Britain, which has for 
cjnturies clung to the restrictive practice, the 
ntiw has been substituted for the old system- 
and the result has amply vindicated the wis- 
dom of the reform. The olject of jtll human 
inquiry is truth, whether the investigation be 
mide by the iudividml pursuing his studies 
by books, observation, and inquiry, or with 
the organized forms of a ourt, with a judge 
or jury to weigh the facts e luded, and to ar- 
rive at a just estimate of their worth. In 
the former case, the wise mm would reject no 
evidence bearing upon the subject of his re- 
search, reserving to himsell the discretion to 
attach to each item the weight to which its 
intrinsic merit, compared with all the con- 
trolling and modifying circumstances, should 
entitle it. Reason and analogy both suggest 
that a similar rule should prevail in courts, 
anl when this stands sanctioned by the en- 
lightens 1 experience of other States and other 
countries, it is well for us to consider whether 
wo will not enlarge the sphere of testimony 
making credibility and nit competency the 
tcs'. 

This general view of the case would be 
sufficient reference) to the subject without 
entering into other details, were it n>t that 
the changes in the relations which the white 
ana black races bear to each other, as the re- 
sult of tin war, render it specially necessary 
tor the cause of justice and the good of al' 
classes in society that the power to testify in 
all cases should be extended to negroes. Th< 
main reasons why the negro in a State o 
slavery was regarded in law incompetent to 
testify was, first, that he was held as a chatte' 
and not a legal person; and secondly, that his 
will was so much in suboidinalion to that Oj 
his master as not to be a free agent. IJut 
with his emancipation from servitude he has 
ceased to be a chattel, and has, nut only by 
the act of his liberation, but by statute o 
the Commonwealth, been recognized and in 
vested with all the attributes of a legal person- 
age. In a state of slavery be could hold 
no property, make no contract, or bring no 
suit. In 1866 the General Assembly con- 
ferred these rights, and in these respects 
placed him upon an equality with the white 
race. Recognizing further the necessity of a 
law for the better protection of this hitherto 
dependent class from maltreatment, in which 
they had been before made secure through 
the protection of their masters, the General 
Assembly c-nucted that in caso of an assault 
actually committed or reasonablv- appre- 
hended, a negru could, upon proper affidavit, 
procure the arrest of the offender, though 
white, and have him bound over to keep the 
peace or held for further examination. This 
is the law now; and had the General Assem- 
bly at that lime made negro testimony com- 
petent in all cases, it would have been but 
carrying by a single step the principle recog- 
nized in the law then enacted. It failed 1 
howover, to do so at a time when the people 
were disposed to be less critical as to legis'a 
tion upon the subject ; and when, after a cer 
tain reaction, it came subsequently to be 
canvassed, it is not to be wondered that there 
should have been a strong popular opposu on. 
It was natural and perhaps best that, failing 
to come as part of the actual changes wrought 
in our system by the war, it should come, as 
wo hope to see it this winter, as the deliberate 
action of tho General Assembly, sanctioned 
by the experience of the people. Thus en- 
acted it will have infinitely more practical 
good than if thrust several yeais ago upon a 
people who regarded it as assential that the cf 
feet of the condition of long servitude should 
woar out before the change should be tried. 



Such changes, when left to the natural forces, 
always come slowly, and whatever temporary 
inconvenience to soeiety enures from delay, 
result in greater good from having been 
wrought by natural causes rather than as the 
work of sudden or extraneous forces. 

'l ime has demonstrated the necessity of the 
change upon grounds higher than mere expe 
diency ; and in providing for it by law the L?g_ 
islaturo wiil, in our opinion, be but recording 
the mature judgment of the great body of in 
telligent minds throughout the State- Gov 
Leslie, we doubt not, will recommend such a 
step in his message. 



JS3f»It is not often that Frankfort is hon- 
ored with a visit and a speech from a 1'iesi 
dential candidate, and hence the announce- 
ment |that the ail pervading, sell-acting, 
double-cylindered, chain - lightning orator, 
statesman, and poet, George Francis Train, 
would speak at Major Hall on Tuesday night, 
has created a great excitement in all tho re- 
gion hereabouts. Nothing like it has been 
known since the last circus was announced, 
and everybody who knows anything about 
Frankfort and the surroundingCDiintry, knows 
full well that when any one can get up a fu- 
rore equal to a circus he must have a very 
strong hold upon the affections of the people. 
It is to be regretted that Mr- Train speaks at 
night, or that he had not come before winter 
Set in. Had he arrived while the weather 
was slili balmy, he could have spoken in the 
day time, under an arrangement which would 
have enabled tho whole town to have heard 
him. With Fort Hill or tho Devil's Back- 
bone for a rostrum, tho wholo valley on loth 
sides of tho river could hare been converted 
into an auditorium, without any sqnabbiing 
for reserved seats. Those a little thick of 
hearing, who might not have been able to 
catch his enunciation clearly, would just as 
well have understood the import of his dis- 
course from his illimitable gesticulation, as no 
position could be more admirable for a Speaker 
in this resp.-ci, with the unobstructed sky be- 
hind him to set off his outline, and give lores 
to every gesture. But we must console our 
selves with the reflection that we cannot have 
everything as wo would. The inclemency of 
the season prohibiting the arrangement to 
which we have referred, we must bo content 
with the more limited accommodation ofJIajcr 
Hall. By 'judicious packing it will seat twelve 
or fifteen hundred person*, and ^ve must rely 
upon the well conceived idea of charging an 
admission fee to Suppress some of that exu- 
berant enthusiasm which might otherwise 
threaten serious consequences in its eagerness 
to hear the eloquence of this modern Demos- 
thenes. In view of this restricted accommo- 
dation, it will be useless for the railroad to 
run extra Cm ins from Louisville, Lexington, 
or tho intermediate stations. 



THE D2M0CBATIC PARTY. 

In the sense of feebleness, it is not weak. It 
is a large, strong, vigorous organisation. It 
numbers in its ranks among tbe lust of the 
laud. Il is not scattered or demoralised by ilc. 
feat. It lias lor its chiefs the ablest and most 
patriotic men in the nation. Its creed rests 
upon the very foundation of nil govern incut, 
nud is the only chart by which a republic can 
be steered. The Democratic parly is simply 
outnumbered. The BpirtfJbf the war leaven is 
still woiking among the masses — the impetus 
the Radical party got by the war lias not yet 
ceased to act, and the prestige it acquired by 
the suppression of the rebellion has not laded 
or become dim. Il holds the vantage-ground. 
It is in power. 1 Is adherents and tools swarm 
in every branch of the public service. It 
dominates iu Congress and in the Slate Legis- 
latures. Il holds the purse iu one baud and 
the sword in the other. All the agencies ot 
power it possesses are used unscrupulously and 
systeinraatically to retain and consolidate its 
reign. To dislodge and defeat this parly — to 
suve whatever of freedom we have left — to 
lead the people back to a government of law, 
regulated by the checks and balances of a wise 
Constitution — to restore tbe disturbed equilib- 
rium between State and Federal power, and to 
resist the encroachments of centralization, lias 
been the aim of the Democratic party, and 
nobly has it battled to attain its ends. Being 
overpowered by the force of numbers, it has 
failed to achieve success. 

There are discussions and suggestions in the 
journals as to what part this great party shall 
enact in tbe coming Presidential contest. 
Some are urging a straight-out fight under the 
old banner, and some "masterly inactivity.'' 
There is time enough yet to determine what 
the party will do. It will be about a year be. 
fore the Presidential campaign comes on 
There is no need of hurry and haste. Nulhint 
should be rashly done, and no premature ant 
inconsiderate pledges given. With organisa- 
tion unbroken and di riant, with bearlSStOUt lo 
the right and undiseouraged by disaster, ttu 
Democratic party will watch the progress ol 
events, and by them shape its course. Une 
thing is certain, that come what may, it will 
abandon no principle and make no coalition 
that requires a renunciation of its faith. Il 
wiil always be found on the side of constitu- 
tional government, working for reform, for 
economy in the public expenses, for equal 
privileges and equal taxatiun„aud agaiust cor- 
ruption, tyranny aud centralism.

Resolved, That we request said convention 
to consider the propriety of an annual conven- 
tion of the bar of Kentucky, supposing, as we 
do, that the deliberations of such a body will 
aid to such reforms of law as the necessities of 
society may from time to lime suggest.

THE APPaOACHINO SESSION. 

Congress is to meet next Monday, and the 
President's message will doubtless be sent in 
on the same day. There is no reason to expect 
much valuable or important legislation at the 
session which immediately precedes a Presiden- 
tial election. The members will be so occu- 
pied in shuttling and stocking the Presidential 
cards, that little else w ill be done. There will, 
perhaps, be some reduction of taxes; but only 
because this will be deemed a good election- 
eering maneeuvre. There is no sound reason 
for reducing the U.xes now which has uot 
equally existed ever since President Grant came 
into office; and if his supporters tardily do 
something of the kind, it will be merely for 
electioneering boast or parly buncombe, not 
to relieve the people from burdensome exac- 
tions. 

Tbe professed object of the merciless taxa- 
tion under which the country has so long 
reeled, was to facilitate lbc refunding of the 
national debt at low rates of interest. In his 
firsl annual message, President Grant said the 
design was to procure new loans at four and a 
half or four per cent., and that us soon as that 
was accomplished the burden of taxation 
ought to be lightened, a relief which be expected 
at the then next session of Congress. Thai 
next sessiou came and went, and another ses- 
sion is now at band, and yet the prospect of 
converting the debt into four or four and a 
half per cent, bonds, is as len.ote as on Ihc day 
when that first message wassent in.

But nil bragging on that head w ill be prema- 
ture until ihe commissions, appointed under 
the treaty, have acted and the appraisers have 
given their award. In all other points of for- 
eign manugeme.it Grant has done nothing but 
blunder. Witness Santo Domingo; witness 
the illegal detention of the Spanish gunboats ; 
witness the sending to Madrid such a minister 
as Sickles, and lo London first Motley, with 
whom he had a scandalous quarrel, and then 
Scbenck, whom he will have to recall in dis- 
grace. D is only specimens we give, not a 
catalogue; bul there is enough in the specimens 
to justify a vigorous Congressional scrutiny \ 
into every part of tbe administration, foreign | 
and domestic. If honest members cat. succeed ; 
in getting genuine committees of investigation, 
not whitewashing committees, the exposures or 
ihe winter may prevent even the nomination 
of General Giant.

In June of 1SG0. n young captain of * French 
tnding vessil availed himself of an unusually 
liberal interval between two of hie foreign 
TOVegwa, lo nay a long promised visit to an 
old friend of his father, residing in |be demo- 
cratic canton of Solrure, Switierland.

tod in the lovely valley of the Jura, such at- 
tractions as the grandest views at sea had ueyer 
possessed tor him.

Conscious that the ow ners ot the ship might 
iutnmon him away to resume his professional 
duties at any hour, he had no sooner hastened 
the young ladv's assent to his design than he 
boldlv asked her uncle's consent to their im- 
mediate marriage and was able to persuade the 
old gentleman to laTOT the idea.

Weeks of anxious wailing and foreboding 
were now the lot of the bride left behind, and 
then the news brought lo her w as such as In ok 
her heart to hear. First, a rumor brought by 
some ship, then a dispatch in formal terms, 
told that her husband's vessel had been wreck, d 
on the coast of Africa, and nil on board had 
perished. There was no chance, however des 
perale, to doubt the dreadful Story; and gath- 
ering her great sorrow to the deepest depths o! 
her loving heart, the girlish widow resigned 
berselt to a life of silent sorrow. For six years 
§!ie bore her grief a3 courageously as she could: 
but at last her uncle, who was a childless wid- 
ower, and loved her as a d- lighter, was con-

[•ended upon a radical change in it, anil that :. 
cjmplete change of scene was the tirsl necessi- 
ty ot the case. Without a word to her, the 
good man so d his whole property, in lands and 
cattle, fur the inenne to accomplish his sell- 
Sacrificing purpose, and then removed with his 
surprised charge io Pans, where, as be hoped, 
new Surrounding* and novel association* 
would divert her mind to some fresh object of 
existence. 

Gratitude to her uncle for his unselfish devo 
lion was enough of itself to urge the mouinei 
to some resumption of life's energy; and w hen, 
after due formal address, a gentleman of good 
family begged her hand in marriage, and riled 
the uncle s approval ol the suit, she became ■ 
wife once more. 

Th is second marriage, If produced DJ much 
less romance than the lirst, had promise of per- 
manent endurance at least, nnd for nearly 
three years was attended by a sober kind Ol 
prosperity to which the voices of little chil- 
dren finally lent graceful music. But trouble 
was stiil in store tor her who had already 
known so much of it. In the derangement ol 
irudes and values produced by the unfortunate 

war between France and Prussia, the property 
not only of the husband, but also that of the 
uucle suffered such serious depredation that 
both gentlemen became greatly embarrassed 
»nd both were compelled to lorget social pridi 
in the attainment of further livelihood. 

In short, before the government of the Com 
mune had been superseded by that of Ver. 
sailles, the uncle and his son-in-law were the 
keepers of a cafe on the BouleTardo Montmar 
tre, with the niece and wife as their assistant 
With the ultimate restoration ot peace lo hap 
less France, this modest establishment gained 
a popularity needing only some fanciful French 
"sensationalist" lo make the fortune ol its pro 
prielors, and such "sensation" was indeed ill 
fortune so lately as three weiks ago. 

On that occasion, a gentleman, whoso fea- 
tures were bronzed Willi tropical sun, am 
whose military uniform bore upon the brea 
ieveral crosses and decorations, entered the cafe 
With the multitude of other guests and called 
for refreshments. Having despatched the lit 
ter. this officer proceeded iu the usual course to 
the pay-desk of the house, and was bandln 
the amount ot his bill to the attendant "lady 
of the counter," when between the latter an 
himself there passed a look ol startled recog- 
nition, followed by an exclamation from the 
oue, and the fall, iu a dead faint, of the Other. 

In a moment all the eui'sts ol the cafe were 
gathered iu excited coucourse around the pros- 
trate woman, and the strongly agitated soldier 
haugiug over her, and it was some lime before 
any explanation of the scene could be ob- 
tained. When at last, in response lo the rather 
angry questioning of Hie two masculine pro- 
prietors of the cafe, who now appeared from 
ihs inner room, the military Intruder wildly 
claimed the fainting lady as his long lost w ile, 
the whole company cried out that he must be a 
lunatic, and commended him lo the police. 
No lunalic was he, however, but the "late 
husband" of the fainting wife — the ex-captain, 
who. ten years ago, wooed and married her in 
Switzerland. 

From the wreck of the vessel (us correctly 
reported al the time) on the coast of Allien, 
he had been cast ashore, alouc and almost in- 
sensible, the solitary survivor of the catastro- 
phe. Iu such situation dualll seemed prefer- 
able to the broken life he saw before him, and 
he was upon the point ol leaping back Into the 
waves wbeu the thought Hashed antra him 
that France had an army in Allien, in which il 
mighl be possible yet to retrieve his desperate 
fortunes. 

The extravagant idea was an inspiration lo 
extravagant action. At tho nearest military 
post in Algeria the wrecked sailor enlisted as 
a soldier, resolved to w in lame and competence 
iu a uew profession, or allow his w ife in Swit- 
zerland and his friends in France lo believe 
that he had perished Willi his ship.

Then hastening to France, and thence 
to Switzerland, he bad reached Soleure only 
to hear that his wife, apparently dying of grief 
for him, had been carried by her uucle lo some 
place iu France, Ihcre probably to die. 

Remorsefully aware now ol the fatal mis- 
take he had made, iu concealing Hit fact of his 
existence from those most interested in it for 
so loug a lime, he had returned almost a ma- 
niac to Africa, not doubling that his wife was 
dead, and caring for notbiog henceforth bui the 
chances of an honorable death iu battle for 

himself. 

His regiment was in the division recalled to 
Frauce during the war with Prussia, and as i!3 
Colonel he was taken prisoner with McMahou, 
at the surrender at Sedan. Finally released 
by his German captors, and reluming to France, 
he had entered the cafe on the Boulevuid 
Monltnarlre without a dream of the revelation 
il contained for him, and was aslouaded recog- 
nizing and being recognized by the wife whuni 
he wept as dead. The unhappy predicament 
into which all parties are plunged by this may 
be imagined, nor is it likely to Receive any 
such romantic mitigation, as the poet of an 
English "Enoch Arden" might improvise iu 
fiction. The ex-sailor, now a General, it is 
aaid, demands the allegiance of his wife. The 
unhappy woman is distracted between the rival 
claims of her first love and of the father ol her 
children. With the latter she has withdrawn 
to the sanctuary of her afflicted uncle's house 
for the present, there to remain uuiil the law 
should have decided her future fate.
